islature. In the 
1937 session 
Democrats held 38 of the fifty 
seats in the senate and the house 
was seventy -six to twenty -three 
Democratic. 
New faces in the senate are 
certain since some of the incum­ 
bents are not seek ing renomina­ 
tion, three senators now hold 
state adm inistration 
positions 
and one was appointed a circuit 
Judge. 
Thurm an A. Gottschalk , who 
represented Adams, Black ford 
and Wells counties for many 
y ears, is state welfare director; 
Floy d J. Hemmer, senator from 
Dubois, Spencer and Perry coun­ 
ties, is state farm superintendent 
and Perry H. Inman, represent­ 
ing Pik e and Gibson counties, is 
employ ed by the public service 
commission. William Fitzgerald 
vacated the senatorship from 
Ripley, Jennings and Dearborn 
counties to become circuit court 
judge. 
H ie loss of Gottschalk is a 
serious blow to the Townsend 
administration. In the 1937 ses­ 
sion he was president pro tem ­ 
pore, entrusted with the import­ 
ant job of steering “m ust bills” 
through the senate. Usually am i­ 
able, Gottschalk , “crack ed the 
whip” with stern-faced 
reso lu ­

leader of the 21 confessed con­ 
spirators. 
Bu charin denied th at Lew M. 
Karakhan, former head of the 
far eastern section of the for­ 
eig n ministry , was a “German 
spy ” bu t finally said he knew 
Karakhan was associated with 
Germany . 
Bu charin asserted, howev er, 
that he objected to g iv ing away 
any territory when the writer, 
Karl Radek, told him in 1934 of 
alleg ed conv ersations by Leon 
Trotsky with Nazis abou t su ch 
territorial g rants. 
Bu charin insisted Karakhan 
neg otiated for neu trality . 
“We feared Germans mig ht in­ 
v ade the Sov iet Union on news 
of ou r cou p,” the ex -editor said.

Less th an a month 
ago Georgia cau gh t u p wife th e rest of th e na­ 
tion in th e matter of th e liqu or issu e by repealing 
th e State’s dry law.
